The Red Cross, Penhold, ‘Alta., 
Dear Sir or Madam,—tI don’t know 
which, but I am sure there is one or 
the other, because I know there is not 
a town in Alberta but what has that 
honorable and noble association. I 
have thought for a long time of writ- 
ing. I have a full section of Jand 
about 3 miles N.W. of Pénhold. -If I 
had been getting any revenue from the 
place you would have heard from me 
long ago,but, unfortunately, I have nev- 
er received enough to meet the taxes. | 
I have only had the place one year 
and the crop was so near a failure 
that I allowed Mr. Langford, the rent- 
er, to keep it this fall so as to help 
him out and give him a better chance 
to raise 4 crop this year. I believe 
that everybody should help the Red 
Cross according to their income, and 
that the-help should be given to the 
nearest place from where the income 
is produced, so if Mr. Langfotd man- 
ages to raise a Crop this year you will 
hear from me again. This country 
has. at last awakened to the fact that 
we are at war. The last greet drive 
that the Huns have made has set ev- 
eryone thinking. When the papers an- 
nounced in glowing headlines that the 
British lines were broken, It stirred 
the people up.as they were never 
stirred up before, and from every lip 
the cry was, “Oh, why did we not 
commence earlier? Why did we not 
commence when England did?” f 
saw men shed tears because they had 
not enlisted a year ago. They said 
they wanted to,but-their friends talked 
them out of the notion and these men 
realized that a man now might be 
better than five or more later on. They 
realized that if the Germans gained a 
victory now it would mean years of 
war and millions of men to gain it 
back again. } 
Now, it was not that they lost faith 
in the British army, for everybody 
had faith that the British would stop 
them, but they all realized the awful 
consequence if such a thing should 
happen. .I have been wondering what 
system you use to collect Red Cross 
funds. I will try to tell you how we 
do here this year It may help you 
and it may not, for being in the war 
longer you may have-a better system 
than ours. Last year we used the old 
haphazard way of collecting by con- 
tributions; it took an. awful amount 
of. work to solicit subscriptions. Red 
Cross socials burned up thousands of

However, 
we ;have only five; in the 20 dollar 
class and ten in the ten dollar class, 
and 100 in the- five: dollar class, and 
100.each-in the 3 and 4 class, the bal- 
ance in the 1 and 2 class, altogether 
there are about -700. members. Now, 
last year it. took-an immense amount 
of: work: and .energy to’ raise $6,000 
in this district,which amounts to about 
$500. per,.month... This. year without 


any work at all- except the secretary, | 


which is done: throught the. Bank, we 
have pledged over $2,000 per month: 
Now the difference. between $500 and 
$2,000 is-all made’ up~ by © slackers 
under the old. system;-. The real patri- 
ots will not pay any more this year 
than last, and in a good many cases 
not so much, but there ig no chance 
for the slacker to avoid- it like he 
could under. the, old system,. For in- 
stance, there are several pro-Germans 
in this district, one. of them was 
classed 2% ‘per month. .He refused 
to pay it, as. he claimed he was’ very 
poor and could not afford it. At: last 
the Committee accepted a dollar, and 
he signed a pledge to pay a dollar per 
month, but when the pledge was hand- 
ed to the bank the secretary prompt- 
Jy refused it, the secretary returned 
the dollar and the pledge with the re- 
quest that he call in at. the Bank at 
his earliest convenience. When he 
came the secretary not only got 2% 
per month, but he told him he had 
been a slacker for a year, that he had 
better make it up and instead of pay- 
ing 2%, make it 5, and to “make it to 
pay in advance. He wrote a cheque 
for $60.00, it: was either that or take’ 
the consequences. 

Another case was a so-called CHurch 
of God man. He refused to have ‘any 
thing- to do with the Red Cross be- 
cause he said it was: against his re- 
ligion. This man had a ‘nice place 
worth abott $15,000, and he was in 
debt about $4,000 besides a few scat- 
tered debts. As soon as it was an- 
nounced in the local papers that he 
was a slacker all the scattered debts 
were called in and it/took all his 
ready cash to pay them. Now this 
man is in the apple business and a 
man in the apple business has to have 
credit or a lot of cash on hand in the 
Spring. A person needs about $300 


for every °1,000.° boxes’ of: apples. he |: 


expects to raise. He expected about 
7,000 boxes, so he needed over $2,000. 
When he went to get his Spring’ sup- 
plies as he.had always done before 
he was prom mptly refused and he could 
not borrow a dollar, and as he had to 
have the supplies he had to sign up, 
and over 40 others of the same reli- 
gion signed up with him. 

Then again we have a lot of non- 
resident ranchers. The secretary 
knew what their incomes were, and 
wrote them explaining everything. 
Nearly all paid up but a few did not 
answer. But when the renter on their 
places came to get their spring: sup- 
plies they ‘were. told unless the own- 
ers signed up they could not get any- 
thing. That fetched them over in a 
fiurry, for the renter had to have the 
supplies, and it was either sign, or the 
renters would leave the place. So you 
see, after this club is once formed, 
there is.no mare worry about. funds 
for the Red Cross, as you know just 
how much money will be ready each 
month. I hope you will pardon me 
writing about this, but I was afraid 
you might still be working under the 
old system. 

I am enclosing $10.00 P.O. It is a 
very small amount, but I assure you 
if I was able to make it larger I would, 
but I am doing all I can here, and I 
don’t suppose it makes any difference 
where I give it, it all goes to the same 
cause anyhow. 

If-] have a crop this year I assure 
you after paying taxes, etc., I shall 
be glad to turn over to the Red Cross 
of Penhold not less than 25 per cent.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may~home- 
stead a quarter séction of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or.sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may: be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence’ upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may seeure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivaté 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home. 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
{sed or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
asd have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent's. Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
raust be presented to Agent. ~

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AMERICAN PEOPLE LOSING

WESTERN CANADA CAN GROW — 
180,000,000 BUSHELS MORE 
WHEAT. 


———— 


The Allies need 250,000,000 bushels 
more wheat this year than they got 
last. Statistical experts report that, 
the U.S.A. winter wheat situation is 
unsatisfactory and that not more than 
70,000,000 bushels of the 250,009,000 
additional can be expected from the 
United States. Therefore, we are 
told, Canada, Western Canada, must 
this year supply 180,000,000 more 
bushels than we supplied for export 
in 1917. The Allies face starvation if 
we fail. We face the imminent men- 
ace of Prussian domination if the 
Allies starve—if we fail to produce 
our 180,000,000 additional bushels of 
wheat. 

There is one feasible way of increas- 
ing our exportable surplus in 1918 by 
_-8uch -an enormous amount as_ the 

180,000,000 bushels of wheat required. 
That way is to bring sufficient idle 
_ land under cultivation to make it 
- Yeasonably possible. Can it yet be 
done? Can the cause of world free- 
‘dom yet be saved by sowing to wheat 
an additional twelve million acres in 
Western Canada by May 20? Will 
any legislator or other holder of pub- 
lic office in Canada dare to say it 
can’t be done? There is not a single 
physical obstacle to prevent the exe- 
cution of the huge task. 

Saskatchewan and Alberta might 
produce the whole of the 180,000,000 
bushels additional, wheat on:their 40 
or 50 million idle acres. _Itis a big 
order, but it can certainly: be done in 
the whole West. The crucial circum- 


*.. stance fdvoring its accomplishment is 


that a large quantity of the plowing 
of land cropped in 1917 was done last 
* fall, as the fine weather late in the 
fall made {it possible. In eonsequence 
the bulk of the tractors of the West 
will largely be idle during the seeding 
. weeks this spring.

ALLIED WOUNDED © 
CONFIRM STORIES 
OF THE CARNAGE 


GERMANS WERE CUT DOWN AS 
HARVESTERS CUT WHEAT, 
SAYS ONE OFFICER. 


~~ 


Paris, April 5.—The accounts of the 
carnage in the German ‘ranks which 
has been wrought by the fire of the 
allies, as given in the official com- 


.| munications and by correspondents at 


the front, are more than confirmed by 
stories of the wounded in Prenoi 
hospitals. 

“We cut down the Germans as har- 
vesters cut down wheat,” said a 
wounded lieutenant back from Las- 
signy. ‘We went on cutting them 
down until we emptied our cartridge 
boxes. Then our dragoons on _ the 
mounts came right up to the firing 
line and brought us more cartridges.” 

A corporal, horribly burned with 
fas, but not at all downcast, said: 
“Yes, they fixed me up this way, but 
that does not matter. I am revenged, 
It is almost incredible—the ‘way they 
fell in groups, in companies. I shall 
survive my burns but the thousands 
and thousands of Germans whom I 
saw fall avill never be seen again.” 

Captain Vidal, of the British Army 
Medical Corps, said, after visiting a 
hospital in which were men who had 
been brovght in from the Vise front, 
that the wcunded with woom he taik- 
el] were: ful:y cenvineed tha German 
losses had amounted to 500,000. Of 
all the great numbers of wounded he 
had seen during the war, he added, 
those now coming from the front 
were in the highest spirits. They 
were almost joyful, notwithstanding 
their wounds, he said, because they 
had seen that for all the damage done 
by the Germans to the allies a vastly 
greater toll had been paid by the 
Germans.

DECIDES NOT. TO. WAIT. FOR 
LEGISLATION TO GO: THROUGH © 
THE HOUSE: 


"Ottawa, April. 4th—It is-understood 
that the: government has decided’ not 
to .wait for legislation to . put into 
effect the amendment to the Military 
Service ‘act: which was announced in 
the commons. by Sir. Robert: Borden 
yesterday. 
A special meeting of. the cabinet 


situation’ was ‘discussed.~The govern- 
ment is anxious to put. this amend- 
ment which will make any man who 
resists the law. subject to immediate 
draft, into force without delay; in or- 
der to assist -meeting the situation 
which hag arisen in Quebec. Legis- 
lation even without any: obstruction 
would take two weeks at least’ before 
it. could pass ‘the commons: and. the 
senate and secure the signature of the 
governor general. 

-It is proposed to have this. amend- 
ment passed by order in council under 
the War. Measures Act, to be:ratified 
later by legislation if necessary. 

The cabinet also considered that 
night a number of amendments to the 
act which have been suggested by the 
military service council. The amend- 
ments are designed to simplify the 
machinery of the act and to speed up 
its operations. The. amendments were 
submitted to the government caucus 
yesterday and were discussed at 
length. There was considerable sat- 
isfaction expressed at the position 
taken by the government in the Que- 
bec situation as outlined by Sir Robt. 
Borden, and the government was as- 
sured of the solid backing of the 
Unionist party in fhe strict and im- 
partial enforcement of the act. There 
was considerable criticism along var- 
ious lines and a lengthy discussion of 
the proposed amendments. 

Wires from Quebec are to the effect 
that everything is quiet and the situ- 
ation is well in hand. The govern- 
ment has every confidence in the 
ability of General Lessard to cope 
with any difficulty which may arise.

i THE PROFITEER 


FOOD BOARD PLANS TO PUT THE 

SPECULATIVE ELEMENT OUT 

OF BUSINESS. \ 

Ottawa, April 4.—New regulations 
of far reaching effect, prepared by the 
Canada food board, and effective from 
today, April 4, will eliminate the 
speculative element from the produce 
business. The, food board's order 
definitely limits the quantities of pro- 
duce which a dealer may own, or have 
in storage for his account,' to his reas- 
onable frequirements and also makes 
it impossible for. him to carry larger 
quantities of food than are required 
to provide for his Canadian trade re- 
quirements during the season of scant 
production or supply. -The holding 
of excessive’ quantities-of produce in 
storage after the’ expiration of the 
period ‘of’ scant production is this 
made illegal and subject to » heavy 
penalties. Monthly reports giving de- 
tails of supplies on hand, volume of 
business -profits, etc., will be required, 
These reports will be in such form 
that the Canada food board will at 
all times know the quantity of food 
stuffs owned by each dealer. In this 
way, hoarding, speculation and profit: 
eering will be impossible and the poss- 
ibility of waste will be cut to its low- 
est. 

WAR ON WASTE._ 

The reports will also give accurate 
information as to waste, where waste 
occurs, and profit or loss on various 
transactions. The order requires that 
no person shall. own or hold meats, 
lard, or - oleomargarine in. greater 
quantities than are reasonably neces- 
sary to supply the dealer's own Can- 
adian trade requirements for a period 
of 60 days, unless permission in writ- 
ing is first obtained from the food 
board. 

No person will be permitted, after 
December 1 in each year, to own or 
hold more eggs than are necessary to 
supply his own Canadian trade re- 
quirements until March 1 of the fol- 
lowing year, - 

On March 1 he must not haye more 
than sufficient for’ 15 days require- 
ments. 

Holdings of butter are similarly 
limited to the quantities necessary to 
supply the dealer’s own Canadian 
trade requirements until May 1 in 
each year, on which date he must not 
have more than sufficent for 15-days’ 
requirements. 

With cheese, holdings are limited 
to requirements during the period of 
scant production, that is, until June 
1, in each-year, on which date the 
dealer must not have more than 30 
days’ supply. This extra holding is 
permitted so that a reasonable sup- 
ply of old cheese may be.available for 
the Canadian market. , 

: ON POULTRY ALSO... 

Holdings of poultry must not exceed 
the dealer’s, own -Canadian -require- 
ments until September 1 in.each year, 
on which date the dealer must not 
have more than 30 days’ supply. . 

Similar restrictions are imposed on 
holdings of canned or _ condensed, 
evaporated or powdered milk, the-per- 
‘iod of scant production for the pur- 
pose of the order expiring on May 1, 
in each year, on which date no dealer 
may have more than sufficient for 30 
days’ requirements. 

Produce definitely subject to the 
order of the purchasing agents of 
Great Britain or her Allies may be 
held in addition to the quantities as 
limited above. 

The order is issued under the new 
powers granted to the Canada food 
board authorizing it to prescribe the 
amount of any kind ‘or kinds of food 
that may be produced or held by- any 
person and to seize any food or food 
product purchased:.or held in excess 
of the amount so prescribed. 

FINE AND JAIL. 

. Violation of these regulations or 
obstruction of any officer enforcing or 
carrying out of any of the provisions 
of these regulations makes the offen- 
der liable to a fine of not less than 
$100 and not more than $1,000, to im- 
prisonment for three months, or to 
both fine and imprisonment. ~The 
food board also has power to cancel 
the license of any dealer who does 
not comply with the regulations. 

In case proceedings are’ instituted 
at the instance of any municipality or 
municipalities officers, the fine shall 
be paid to the treasurer of such muni- 
cipality, When instituted by pro- 
vincial authority, the fine shall go to 
the provincial treasury.

DENVER ‘JUDGE GE IN ‘ ENGLAND 
PRAISES STEADFASTNESS OF

LONDON,,” April 4-—“It has. been 
au extraordinary’ privileg? to be in 
England the last..ten days, observing 
the Anglo-Saxon character at its high 
water mark.” 

This was Ben Lindsay's 8 summary of 
his impression of how the British na: 
tion is standing the supreme’ military 
test of its history. As a guest of the 
British eovernment, Judge Lindsay 
has jus’ co:ipleted a fortnight’s: trip 
in the nu:th of England and Scotland 
inspecting shipyards and munition 
plants. : 

.“It was peculiarly interesting,” said 
the judge to me, “to find. myself in 
the midst of. provincial Great Britain 
‘during the days the preat battle in 
France was at its zenith. I feel that 
I came closer to the heart of the rea) 
Briton than I might have done had |] 
been living and moving through the 
thought molding precincts of London. 
I can now say with all assurance that 
the backbone of. Britain is as right 
today as before the crucial struggle 
began Nowhere did I discover the 
slightest sign of ‘fear, let alone de- 
spair. Men and women of all classes 
deeply appreciate the. significance of 
the battle and the issues at stake. 
‘But there is no whimpering and there 
are no cold féet. There are only de- 
termination.to stick’ to it and confi- 
dence that the British army will fight 
to victory.. ; 

CONFIDENT HAIG WILL WIN 

*““What the people say is that if any 
‘contemptible little’ British army’ 
which held the Calais line before 
Ypres in 1914.could not be crushed 
the mighty hosts that Field Marshal 
Haig now commands -in France can- 
not be crushed. The. British army 
was represented’ to me like a sturdy 
football team forced back to its five 
yard line, but still there when time 
was called at the end of the first half 
of the game. When time is called for 
the .last contest, say the Britons, 
Haig’s team will be ready for the final 
round. 

WOMEN DOING ‘GREAT WORK. 

Everywhere one is struck by the 
work done by the British women and 
girls. I saw one shell_factory where 
17,000 young women under one roof 
are turning out shells. _Women are 
building battleships, helping to run 
railways, swinging. ninety-pound red- 
hot ingots in the steel mills and blast 
furnaces, and doing about every other 
kind of arduous manual iabor hither- 
to thought beyand their power. Brit- 
ain’s women are giving a glorious ac- 
count of themselves ‘in the nation’s 
great hour, setting our girls examples 
well worthy of emulation.”

Chicago, April 5.—A ghastly illus- 
tration of German hatred of Amer- 
ican soldiers is given in a Salvation 
Army letter made public here today 
by Adjutant Fletcher Agnew. It was 
written in France by Adjutant R. C: 
Starbird, who has charge of a Salva- 
tion Army hut, to Commander Eva 
A. Booth, who turned it over to Adju- 
tant Agnew. 

“I visited a base hospital recently,” 
says thé letter, “and had this story 
from a sergeant who had _ passed 
through one of the raids. The ser- 
geant was horribly wounded by a 
grenade and was passed by the Ger- 
mans as dead. Before the sergeant 
lost consciousness, however, he saw 
a dozen Germans overpower three 
American boys and cut their throats 
from ear to ear. Tha sergeant said 
the murder of the third American was 
the most horrible. Four Germans 
held him while a fifth fairly severed 
his head from his body. 

“T have just learned,” continues the 
letter, “ that this same company of 
Americans passed through here to- 
day with their bayonets sharpened 
like razors, sworn to avenge the aw- 
ful crime against their comrades, 
What can you say to men bound on 
such an errand except bid them strike 
with all their might and harder be- 
cause of the righteousness of our 
cause and the- doriliahfiees of the: 
enemy.

At Cologne I saw a female with 
a Red Cross badge on her arm, after 
serving our escort (of German sol- 
diers) _with> coffee, deliberately 
pour the remaining contents of the 
‘can upon the ground when request- 
ed to allow us to have some. Dur- 
ing the journey to Senelager—some 


48 hours—we were given-one meal,

Major’A. S. Peebles states: 

At one station we asked two Red 
Cross ladies for a glass of water, 
saying it-was for.a wounded officer: 

. they ‘burst, out laughing and said, 
“Nothing .for you’ English.” < 
Captain Benan says: 

The German Red Cross gave 1 no 
food to prisoners, wounded or other- 

. wise. ‘At times it is shown to them 
and then withdrawn, with ‘kindly 
remarks that it js not for swine. 
Captain Hargreaves. gives: an even 

more revolting account: 

At Liege.I tried personally to get 
+the German Red Cross: officials to 
.give our wounded men water. They 
refused. I saw some German Red 
Cross nurses actually bring water 
in cans up to our men, show it to 
them, and. then pour it out on the 
platform. This also happened to. 
me personally. At ~Alx-la-Chapelle 
the excitement and anger “of -the 
crowd was indiscribable. There 
was an elabofate Red Cross dress- 
ing station here. All water and food 
were rigorously refused us. The 
German wounded in the train had 
their wounds dressed. This was re- 
fused us. 

Another officer dtsioe Meiklejohn, 
deposes: 

German, Red Cross women re- 

, fused us any food, calling us insult- 
ing names and spat towards_us, 
telling ‘us they would give nothing 
to- the. English “Schweinhunde,” 
although: we.-told them some of us 
were. very ill,-and all were wound- 
ed. . I myself saw one, and 

other officers saw several German 
women, dressgd as nurses and ‘lad- 
ies, and wearing the Red Cross, de- 
liberately empty bowls of soup on 
the platform before us, saying some- 

‘thing about giving nothing to Eng- 
lish swine. 

Other officers, among whom I under- 
stand was Captain Pelham-Burn, Gor- 


‘!don Highlanders, saw Red Cross wo- 


men spit in the soup before offering 
it to them. _ ° 

Throughout the journey the con- 
duct of the German’ womer, especially 
those dressed as Red Cross nurses, 
was revolting and. barbarous’ beyond 
words, and as a result of the continu- 
ous brutality of Red Cross women and 
officials, many prisoners of war be- 
sides myself have still a repugnance 
to seeing a Red Cross armlet. 

In another case an officer tells how 
a Red Cross woman brought him a 
glass of water and spat in it before 
handing it to him. 

THE ONLY ACT OF KINDNESS 

In this continuous record of cruelty 
to helpless and suffering men there is 

vy one case given where Red Cross 
women showed some human sympathy 
This was at Coblenz, where, in the 
words of Captain H. G. Gilliland, “the 
sliding doors of the truck in which 
a number of wounded had travelled 
for two.days without water or food, 
were pulled open and two or .three 
German women of the Red Cross came 
up and asked when we had food last. 
When th found we had had’ none 
they went off and got us some saus- 
age sandwiches, but before they could 
give them to’ us they were prevented 
by German officers, who said, “These 
are English. prisoners and they are:to 
have nothing.” 

The German soldiers are cruel 
enough, though here and there some 
of the escorts showed some sense of 


pity for the wretched victims in their J. 


charge. The ambulance trains, which 
under the Geneva convention ought to 
have. been used impartially for | all 
wounded, were. never employed-* for 
the British. Our men were’ flung‘ in- 


since

We 
were: boxed up in this foul wagon 
with practically no* ventilation for 
30 hours, with no food,-and no poasi- 
bility ‘of. attending to purposes © ‘of 
nature.®. All along the lie we. Were 
cursed,” officers’ and soldiers “alifce, 
at the various stations, and 3% Mons 
Iwas*pulled: out: in front’ of “the 
wagon. by the officer in ‘charge of 
the: station,” ‘and after cursing me 
in filthy language for some ten min- 
utes he, ordered one of his: soldiers 
to kick me back into the: wagon, 
. which he-did, sending me sprawling 

into the filthy mess at’ the bottom 

ofthe, wagon: * 

One of the prisoners thus tor tured 
still suffers in his. eyes fromthe arn- 
monia, fumes generated. by the urine 
in’ one-of these pestilential wagans. . 


LEFT UNDER HEAVY FIRE 


_ In another case a train of British 
prisoners wag deliberately left. by the 
Germans under heavy fire, “presum- 
ably ‘dye to’ a sortie from Antwerp.’ 
“The Germans (says the officer who 
experienced this treatment)‘ retired 
across the’line. and left our train ‘be- 
tween the two, contending parties. 
We were’ then: moved .slowly upand 
down in front of the Germans” for 
about an hour, I suppose to draw fire 
(which we. did). I.. consider 
this use of a hospital train as against 
the Geneva convention.” 

Sometimes when food was given: it 
was given in the most loathsome 
manner. Thus one small jug of soup 
was allowed ‘to a whole carriage: of 


-wounded, and this “soup was useless 


as it was put into the jug used. for 
urinating.” Wherever the British were 


‘taken they were spat at or upon by 


German men, women, and. .children. 
Bavarian troops. distinguished‘ them- 
selves ‘by this loathsome form of’ out- 
rage. They seemed, says Captain H. 
G. W. Irwin, “to specialize in -expect- 
oration.” \" 

The German school children howled 
“hate choruses,” Sometimes the 
wounded were threatened with knives’ 
and revolvers. -German officers were 
prominent as bullies and as cads, 
showing not one spark of chivalry, 
but a mean and cruel revengefulness, 
and in at least one case .allowed 
troops to strike a convoy of wounded 
with sabres and bayanets and to: kick 
their crutches from under the arms of 
cripples. 

Report of the crimes so atrocious 
and so inhuman should lead‘the Allies 
of. ‘this‘country to reflect on . what 
|} peace; with: Prussianism would mean. 


+‘We..cannot; live .on peaceable terms

H. H. Kingzett, with the Inland Wat- 


‘erways and Docks department of the 


Imperial Forces, wrifing from Italy, 
gays: “You will see. from this I am 
now overseas proper, only staying in 
England some 7 weeks before coming 
over here. 

So far 1 have bear very fortunate 
leaving Red Deer, all three 
cainps I have been in, Montreal, Sdnd- 
wich, and here, have been A.1., and 
first class in every respect. Food 
also has been good all: through, and 
fairly plentiful, in fact, when I. tell 
you that I have put on some 20 pounds 
in weight since leaving home you will 
see the life isn’t doing.me much harm. 

‘We had a very long trip over, taking 
some 30 days from Montreal to Bristol 
but fine weather and very unevent- 
ful, no sign whatever of any submar- 
ine or other enemy craft. While in 
England’ I had 10 days leave, and am 
glad to say that generally speaking 
the people seem very confident, and 
while there is no doubt quite a short- 
age of some necessarfes, all seem 
willing to put up with it, at the same 
time I think some better arrangement 
could be made than having women 
and children standing for hours in 
bitter weather waiting for their tea 
and margarine rations. 

We have a lovely camp here, and 
the climate is like Alberta at its best, 
warm days and cool nights and beaut- 
ifully. situated. 

I did not come across any of our 
Red Deer boys while in England, nor 
do I suppose I shall now, as I do not 
think there are any of them this far 
over, there are only a few of us in 
this corps, most of them who came 
over with us came from the States. 

I was interested to see the report 
of the United service’ held January 6. 
I was privileged to attend a similar 
one in Deal (Kent) held in the Parish 
Church there, a service I shall not 
easily forget. I think more of this 
nature could be held to advantage. 

I must’ close now. Kindest regards.
